A man and his wife were arrested and 
Jailed at Ottawa on charges of abandoning

Because of the fragile 
condition of the pictures which are 
mostly painted on wood panels and 
extremely sensitive to Canada's se- 
vere winter climate, it was neces- 
sary for the other exhibition eentres

WHERE OUR ALPHABET COMES 
FROM 

As we learned yesterday's 
article, the earliest writing con 
sisted of pictures to represent cer 
tain things or These 
pictures were carved or painted on 
the walls of caves, on pieces of bone

and horn, and later on slabs of 
stone or on bricks and tiles 
Then the ancient Egyptians de 


picture writing 
in which there 
pictures rep 


veloped a kind of 
called hieroglyphics 


were certain signs or 
resenting single sounds of the voice 
or letters, as well as others which 
stood for words or syllables, Th 
was the earliest known form of a 
alphabet. The Egyptians used this 


pieture-writing on the walls of their 


palaces, temples and tombs 


They also used a shortened form 
of hieroglyphies called hieratk 
writing. Later they used a simpli 
fied form of this—demotic writing 

for business correspondence, con 
tracts, civil documents and so On 
Hieratic and demotic writing was 
done chiefly on a material called 
papyrus, made of the pith of the 
papyrus plant, We get our word 
paper from papyrus 

The Sumerian who lived in 
Mesopotamia in western Asia, wrote 
on clay tablets or cylinders, by) 
pressing a harp-pointed instru 
iment, called a stylus, into dam 
clay. This made the clay spread at 
one end, so that the mark looked 
lsomething like an arrowhead o1 
wedge. Hence this kind of writing 
came to be known as cuneiform 
| (kiu-nee-ih-form), or wedge-shaped 
| In the beginning cuneiform was 
picture-writing, In time, however 
| the pictures were made with such 
simple lines that they no longer 
looked like birds or animals or 
plants 


The Babylonians learned this kind 
of writing from the Sumerians and 
then passed on their knowledge to

We must remember that few peo 
ple In those days could read, and 
fewer still knew how to write, There 


was no such thing as an easy alpha 


| bet of 26 simple letters, such as we 


have. It is true that the Egyptians 
used certain signs to represent 
single sounds. But they continued 
fo use other signs for whole word 
or syllables Every one of these 
signs had to be learned, and there 
were hundreds of them 

It was the Phoenicians whp per 
fected the first practical alphabet 
They took the simplest signg from 
an earlier system of picture-writing 
and they used them to wrepresent 
the sounds that they heard in the 
human voice 

The Phoenicians taught this new 
way of writing, with an alphabet 
to the Greeks, who changed it some 
what and added signs for vowel 
sounds which the Phoenicians had 
not used. The name of the first 
Greek letter is alpha, and the sec 
ond, beta. So you see where the 
word ilphabet” come fron 

The Romans took over the Greek 
Uphabet, making so mat change 
it e written letters that you could 
not tell that they were related. Mis

In tournament bridge there is a 
real problem in the handling of a 
hand in which you are vulnerable 


and the opponents are aot If you 
have a declarer type hand, one you 
think you are going to play rather 
than defend, the opponents are 
very apt to take a sacrifice against 
you without any high card tricks 
Therefore the expert sometimes 
plans his bidding deliberately from 
the standpoint of defense, figuring 
that he will not play the hand 

That is what happened in today's 
hand, Holding two fivecard suits 
with more than three losers, South 
could not open with a two-bid, so 
he bid the higher ranking of his 
two suits, or one spade 

West's double asked his partner 
to bid, and if possible to bid a 
heart, as the double of one major 
usually shows support for the other
